The whole Empire will no 


jdoubt realise the full inport of 


the agreement just concluded 
between the British Government 
and the various big (aircraft 
companies for an extensive 
aerial transport service. [t has 
a schedule confined to Europe at 
prosent, but there is no/Teason 
why, once success in that region 
has been obtained, the program- 
qe should not be extended, to 
India, the Far East, Australasia, 
South Afria..or even across the 
Atlantic to Canada. It has to be 
remembered that we are no 
longer at the stage of dreams, but 
actual execution of aerial plans 
which were not, considered poss- 
ible a mere twenty years ago. 
Of special significance is the 
partial Government contro! of 
the new venture; but not suffici- 
ent to interfere with any un- 
animous decision by the practical 
aviation experts who will also 
havea voice in the direction of 
affairs. No-one can doubt that 
aerial navigation has come fo 
stay, on reading of the big plans 
already drawn up: and the Te 
strictions imposed by which ail 
construction work and other 
incidental repairs ‘shall be Bri- 
tish, opens up anew field of em- 
ployraent for Imperial nationals.’ 


But at the root of the whole 
scheme is an exceedingly import- 
ant Safeguard~serial supremacy, 
and thus adequate air defence, in’ 
time of war. For quite a long time, 
critics of the Government have 
rajled against’ its failure to pto- 
vide an efficient reserve of skilled 
aviators and powerful machines 
for use in case of emergency. t

‘Our - Police. 


The revolver battle between 
police and armed robbers at 
Yaumati on Saturday morning 
illustrates once again the dangers 
and risks which the guardians of 
the law have to run in the execu- 
tion of their duty. Our police 
never know’ when the moment 
mas come for them toface armed 
“| desperadoes who would’ not 
hesitate fora moment to shoot 
to kil rather than be captured. 
In these dafs, when nine out of 
every ten robber gangs are 
Jarmed with. modern firearms, 
it needs courage and bravery 
to tackle these ruffians when 
at -work. But: ?when the 
call comes, the ‘police ate ever 
ready to respond and to “do their 
bit,” whatever the consequences 
may be. To go up a narrow 
stairway and enter a Chinése 
tenement house known to be 
harbouring. armed robbers. re-, 
quires, perhaps, even more nerve 
and. pluck than to engage 
in ordinary warfare, grim and 
terrible. though that is. We fear 
that the thought.of these things, 
to which a policeman is liable at 
any moment of the day or night, 
does not often enter the minds of 
the average resident who seldom, 
if ever, encounters an armed rob- 
ber. It should, however, be borne 
in mind when we think and talk 
of our palice. They are brave men, 
discharging a risky task, carrying 
their lives in. their hands. These 
few words of tribute are penned 
because we feel that they are 
more than deserved. 


Volunteer Recruiting. - 


On Saturday, we had a few 
words to suy regarding the 
facilities which are now being 
offered whereby civilians may 
become proficient in the use of 
revolvers. As we then remarked, 
the idea is ‘an attogether excellent 
one, and we have little doubt that 
the scheme will meet with a 
‘satisfactory response. . The 
thought has since occurred to us 
that it would be a good 
plan also to give civilians 
an opportunity of learning 
how to use tha Service 
rifle. True, by becoming a 
Volunteer that is now possible, 
but would it.not be an even better 
plan to make shooting facilities 
a medium for ‘securing -more 
recruits for the.Force? In other 
words, first gét a man interested 
in rifle-shooting, and then it will 
be an easy matter to get him into 
the Corps. This could be done 
by arranging | practices for 
civilians at the miniature rifle 
range, on lines similar to those 
now rendered available for those 
who wish to become proficient 
with the revolver. That accom: 
plished, we feel sure that the 
Volunteer movement would even- 
tually be greatly strengthened.
